WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
Monday accused Republi¬ 
cans of pandering ta the "ex¬ 
treme right wing" of their 
party and holding Americans 
hostage in a budget dispute 
threatening to shutter the US 
government. 

Just over six hours b efore 
government, services grind to 
a halt and thousands af fed¬ 
eral workers are furloughed, 
□hama said time was running 
out for a last-minute compro¬ 
mise. 

Republicans in the House 
of Representatives are seek¬ 
ing to force Obama to delay 
or defund his signature health 
insurance reform law in re¬ 
turn for funding government 
operations. 

They are using a similar 
tactic as Obama also asks 
Congress for a lifting of the 
$ 1 6 7 trilh Dn US debt ceiling 
If no deal is reached, the 
United States may begin de¬ 
faulting on its debts by the 
middle af October. 

"One faction of one party 
in Dne house of Congress in 
one branch of government 
doesn't get to shut down the 
entire government just to re- 


fight the results of an elec¬ 
tion, * Obama said. 

"Congress needs to keep 
our government open, needs 
to pay our bills an time, and 
never, ever threaten the full 
faith and credit of the United 
States of America 

Time is running out. My 
hope and expectation is that 
m the 11th hour once again, 
that Congress will choose to 
do the n ght thing and that the 
House of Representatives in 
particular will choose the 
right tiling. 

' Unfortunately, right now; 
House Republicans continue 
to tie Rinding of the govern¬ 
ment to ideological demands 
like limiting a woman's ac¬ 
cess to contraception or de¬ 
laying the Affordable Care 
Act, all to save face after 
making some impossible 
promises to the extreme right 
win g o f th eir p arty."

They waved to thousands who gathered along the roadside and wish 
diem well, while taking a route from the east end of Aruba along the southern highway, turning 
north at Pos Chi quite to traverse the middle mam road p assing through Santa Cruz They turned 
west at the Tanki Flip rotunda to finish at their campaign outlet "Rio Berde" in Noord.

Prime Minister Email earned a record 3,2 2 2 votes of the total 57,303 valid ballots cast. Other 
top AVP vote-getters who will likely retain their parliamentary seats and in some cases, posi¬ 
tions as ministers, in ascending order are: Qtmar Qduber: 4, DOS, Oslin "Benny" Sevmger:3,932, 
Mike de Meza, 2,100, Arthur Dowers 2,079, Paul Croes 1,89S Juan David Yrausqum 1,314, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Wmklaar, 1,185, Dr Alex Schwengle, 737, Jennifer Arends-Reyes: 604, 
Lama Varlack, 474, Marlon Sneek: 443, and Desiree Croes, with 437 Parliamentarians since 
2001 who joined the AVP ticket this year, Mari sol Lopez-Tromp and Mervin Wyatt-Ras, each 
garnered 1,643 and 339 votes, respectively. 

AVP earned 53 % of the vote during tins year's electons, with the other major party, 
M a vims ento Electoral de Pueblo, MER coming m second with only 30% Dfthe vote and win¬ 
ning 6 seats (+1 remaining seat) in Parliament. The last seat was again reclaimed by Parti do 
Demo cracia Real leader Andin Bikker, whose party won 3% of the vote, and the remaining 4% 
was divided among the three remaining parties, F.ED, UFP and PPA, did not earn seats in gov¬ 
ernment

Knox, ex-lover retrial for Italy 
murder begins 



New York City Opera ready 
to file for bankruptcy 



FLORENCE (AFP) - Judges 
at the retrial of Amanda Knox 
for the murder of a Bnli sh stu¬ 
dent on Monday ordered new 
DNA testing on the alleged 
murder weapon, a kitchen 
knife, on the first day of hear¬ 
ings. 

The court in Florence also 
said it would re-bear the testi¬ 
mony of Luciano Aviello, a 
jailed mafia turncoat who at 
one painthad accusedhis own 
brother of the grisly murder 
but then retracted 

Lawyers for the US student 
and her Italian former lover 
Raffaele Soiled to told the 
court the fresh tests were es¬ 
sential m clearing the defen¬ 
dants, as tlie victim's lawyer 
said the truth behind one of 
Italy's most notorious crimes 
was long overdue 


Knox and Soiled to spent 
four years behind bars for the 
murder of Meredith Kercher, 
who was found in a pool of 
blood m the house she shared 
with Knox in 20D7, her body 
riddled with stab wounds. 

An appeals court overturned 
their convictions m 2011 and 
Knox quickly returned to Seat¬ 


tle, hut Italy's Supreme Court 
in March ordered a retrial fol¬ 
lowing an appeal by prosecu¬ 
tors against what they 
slammed a "superfidai rul¬ 
ing." 

"We need a key step for¬ 
ward oil the DNA evidence. . 
We want the truth," Knox's 
lawyer Luciano Ghirga told 
the retrial's presiding judge 
Alessandro Nencim. 

Hie knife, recovered from a 
kitchen drawer m Soil echo's 
house, b ore tiny traces o f 
Knox's DNA on the handle, 
and Meredith's DNA on the 
blade. 

A third DNA trace had gone 
unexamined because it was 
seen as too low to produce 
conclusive results but the de¬ 
fence hopes it could help clear 
the pair. 

Knox, 2d, has insisted she 
will not return to Italy for any 
part of the retrial 

"I was depicted as a young, 
unscrupulous liar. A sex fiend, 
a murderess. I'm not coming 
back," she told Florence's local 
Corn ere Florentine daily. 

If Knox is convicted again 
and loses another Supreme 
Court appeal, experts say there 
is a very remote chance that 
she could be extradited. 

Sollecito, 29, has been living 
m the Dominican Repubhc but 
lie has said he will attend court 
later on in the trial, winch 
could last months.

“When I approached people 
for interviews, I discovered 
that nobody and 1 mean no¬ 
body, was interested in helping 
me make tins film, 11 he wrote. 

"Not Democrats, not. Re¬ 
publicans -- and certainly no¬ 
body who works with the 
Clintons, wants access to the 
Clintons, or dreams of a posi¬ 
tion in a Hillary Clinton ad¬ 
ministration.. After 

approaching well over a hun¬ 
dred people, only two persons 
who had ever dealt with Mrs 
Clinton would agree to an on- 
camera interview, and I sus¬ 
pected that even they would 
back out." 

Ferguson, who won an 
Oscar for his 2DID documen¬ 
tary about tire financial crisis 


"Inside Job" said he began 
with the idea of making an 
"ambitious, controversial, and 
lu gkly vi sible" film whi eh was 
independent and fair on the 
former secretary of state, sen¬ 
ator and first lady. 

He noted that Clinton was 
not cooperating and that some 
Democrats were concerned 
about it. as a cammereial ven¬ 
ture. Republicans claimed the 
film would promote Clinton, 
who is considering a 2016 
White House run 

"Neither political party 
wanted die film made," Fergu¬ 
son said. "After painful reflec¬ 
tion, I decided that 1 couldn't 
make a film of which I would 


be proud. And so I'm can¬ 
celling. (Not because of any 
pressure from CNN -- quite 
the contrary) It's a victory for 
the Clintons, and for the 
money machines that both po¬ 
litical parties have now be¬ 
come But 1 d ont think th at it‘s 
a victory for the media, or for 
the American people," added 
Ferguson, who was also nom¬ 
inated for an Oscar for his Iraq 
War documentary "No End In 
Sight."

His condition was descnbed 
as critical but stable throughout

Hie frail statesman has 
faced several health scares in 
recent years amid lung prob¬ 
lems that date back to Ins 27 
years in j ail 

He has been hospitalised 
several times since last Decem¬ 


ber. His latest hospitalisation 
was Ins longest. 

The frail statesman is ad¬ 
mired for Ins lifelong sacrifice 
in fighting the brutal regime of 
racial segregation installed 
with apartheid m 1948.

FIFA to blame over Qatar World Cup 'mess” - 
British minister 


LONDON (AFP) - The pos¬ 
sible move of the 2022 World 
Cup in Qatar from the sum¬ 
mer to winter was a "mess" of 
FIFA's awn making, British 
Sports Minister Hugh 
Robertson said Monday 
In comments to Britain's 
Pre s s Assa ci ati o n, Ro b ertson 
added that he saw no oilier 
option than moving the tour¬ 
nament to the winter tD es¬ 
cape the stifling heat of Qatar 
in the summer. 


"I don't think anybody m 
the world of football flunks a 
World Cup in Qatar in the 
summer is a sensible or deliv¬ 
erable option," Robertson 
told PA. 

"To that extent, this is a 
mess of FIFA's own making. 

"I don't blame the Qataris 
at all - they wanted the World 
Cup and every country is en¬ 
titled to have that ambition 
and fliey entered the bidding 
competition in the way sug¬ 


gested by FIFA I entirely 
blame FIFA. “ 

Qatar was awarded the 
right to host the 2022 tourna¬ 
ment m 2010, but FIFA, 
UEFA and footballers' union 
FIFPro have since called for 
it to be moved to a different 
time of year. 

However, proposals to 
change the date of the tourna¬ 
ment have met with opposi¬ 
tion from leading European 
clubs, who are concerned 


about disruption to their tra¬ 
ditional calendars. 

The minister also called for 
FIFA to compensate those 
other countries who bid far 
2022 

"FIFA has to remember 
there are a series of other 
countries who bid for that 
2022 World Cup in good faith 
and are now going to find the 
goal-posts have moved," he 
said.
